DORIAN-SIMPSON. 


A Terrible Collision on Long Island 


Sound. 


A New London, Conn.J despatch saysj 


The British steamer Dorian, Captain 
Henry Bermpohl, New Vork to Halifax, 
N. S., light, ran into and sunk instantly 
the 
schooner 
Clara E. Simpson, or 


Portsmouth, JJ. H., Captain John C. 
Hontvet, at 
eleven o'clock Tuesday 


night oil Eaton's Neck, Long Island 
Sound. 
The Simpson was from Somes 


Sonnd, Maine, for New Vork, with pav- 
ing stones consigned to John Moran, 
Harlem, and hud been out but a few 
days. 
Tuesday she came through from 


Dutch Island -Harbor and proceeded up 
the Sound as lar as Eaton's Neck, where 
the wind died oat, and she anchored in 
shore to await an opportunity to pro- 
ceed. After sundown the wind increased 
and early in the evening Captain Hontvet 
made sail, leavine shortly before eleven, 
in clear weather, that enabled him to see 
the light at Oldlieid inshore, and across 
the Sound. 
The Simpson went out by 


Eaton's Neck, when a b!g steamer 
showed up, Captain Hontvet seeing the 
lights plainly as she 'came down -the 
Sound towards him, atia-specd of about 
twelve knots. 
The Simpson was pro- 


ceeding to a point two or three miles 
north-northwest 
from 
Eaton's Neck, 


when the.steamcr hit her forward or her 
mlzzcnnmst and Bent her to the bottom 
as quickly us though the bottom had 
dropped out of her. 


Capt. Hontvet saw the collision was 


Inevitable and yelled to those of the 
crew near enough to hear him to take to 
the fore rigging. This course he and 
two sailors took'and their lives were 
saved; the mate, steward and one sailor 
bad not time to obey tile command and 
went down with the vessel. The Dorian 
crashed into the schooner nearly amid- 
ships on her starboard side, striking her 
a glancing blow that opened up the side 
of the vessel and sent the mizzenmasl 
upon deck and into the, water. 
Capt. 


Hontvet says the steamer's short jlbboom 
struck tbe mizzenmast of the Simpson, 
preventing tho steamer from hitting the 
schooner with full Toree, else It would 
have sent tho steamer to the bottom, as 
the shock would have beon like hitting a 
rock. When the crash cam everything 
seemed to be going ro piece i, and hi two 
minutes the Simpson had gone down. 
Capt. Hontvet ran across th(i dock to the 
rigging, and had only got o the shear 
pole when the deck of the vessel went 
under water. He climbed up the rigging, 
as did the two Bailors, Thotnas Laurell 
nno" Alfred II. Hingrem, to thn foretop- 
mast, where they clung, the 
vessel

400 tons, which wan for B. D. Warren & 
Co.\ of •YPcatbrook: The cargo was con- 
slgupd tp Kyan & Kelaey. 
We under- 


stand that the Maine Central has en- 
gaget^lO.OOO tons of this.coal, which 
eomes from ' Sydney, Cope Breton. 
Whether it can be bought cheaper by the 
Maine Central than American coal we 
cannot say. 
Some say that It can, and 


some say that it costs more and that it is 
better coal. 
However that may be, It la 


cerlainly a fact that more of It has come 
to Portland since the duty was lessened 
from 75 to40 cents on a ton. It is also a 
fact that if very many of these great iron 
steamers come to Maine with 2,500 tons 
of coal, it will seriously damage the 
coasting business for .Maine schooners. 
Ihis tramp steamer is an interesting 
vessel to look at. 
ft is scarcely anything 


more than a huge iron box. 
The decks 


are bare, rusty Iron plates, and the deck 
as a wholc,|!s nearly bare. There ia only 
a small houac ID the middle over the en- 
gine and boilei-s. 
In the stern, the one 


small stairway is simply covered over 
with a small stoop. 
Everything is bare 


and plain. It is simply » great iron box 
for carrying coal. It is called a "tra.iip" 
steamer because it is not a regular liner 
but goes to any port where it can take 
or receive a cargo.
